RECENT ALTITUDE RECORDS 


Beginning with the record height of 
3,300 metres (10,826 feet) scored by 
Captain Felix a month ago, a number 
ef altitude records have been made 
with and without a passenger. Cap- 
tain Felix, who flies a Bleriot, made 
his record when practising for a flight 
across the Alps. On the 4th ult., in 
France, Lieutenant Blard started from 
Mourmelon with a passenger and at- 
tained a height of 2,000 metres (6,560 
feet) over Sissonnes. The same day, 
in England, Oliver de Montalent reach- 
ed 2,500 metres (8,200 feet) with a 
passenger. On the last day of the 
Chieago meet Lincoln Beachy ~ broke 
the world’s altitude record by climbing 
to a height of 3,548 metres (11,640 
feet) in one hour and 48 minutes. He 
attained this great height in a Curtiss 
‘*headless’’ biplane, and thrilled the 
spectators by a daring descent in 
spirals after his gasoline was. exhaust- 
ed.  Heachy’s actual height above sea 
level was 12,296 feet.

WORLD'S CRUPS 
Principal Foreign Crops Are Reported 
To Washington 

Washington, D.C., Sept. 15.—Condi- 
tions of the important foreign crops, as 
reported to the United States depart 
ment of agriculture’s burean of statis 
tics, were announced recently as fol- 
lows: 

In western Canada, the greatest por- 
tion of 9,500,000 acres of wheat had 
been cut by early September. Harvest- 
ing operations have been conducted un- 
der generally favorable conditions, Com- 
mercial estimates range between 150,- 
000,000 and 185,000,000 bushels. 

Quantitatively, the aggregate wheat 
yield of the western and north central 
European countries, omitting Russia, is 
known largely to exceed that of the pre- 
ceding year. Rye shows some shortage 
in volume, Oats is heavily deficient, 
and only a very moderate yield of corn 
is expected. 

In sonth central Europe the small 
cereals, though not so abundant as last 
year, have given better than average 
quantities. The corn crop promises well, 

In Russia, the yield in both wheat 
and rye probably will be much smaller 
that in either of the past two years. 
No trustworthy estimiate of the exact 
extent of the deficiency, however, can 
be had until the publication of the of- 
ficial figures.

In British India conditions have im | 
proved, but rain is still lacking in some 
districts. An official report upon the} 
acreage planted to cotton in 1911-12 in 
districts which usually have 75 per cent.

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A few years ago the large mail 
order houses of the United 
States ruined hundreds of small 
towns. These towns were it 
one time thriving communities 
with several business housesand 
hundreds of prosperous inhabi-|- 
tants. But the catalogue was 
placed in their homes and a 
wave of mail order purchasing 
swept over the people with the 
result that the local merchants 
went out of business. The far- 
mers were among the guilty 
ones, and on their heads fell the 
first punishment, their home 
market being lost. The far- 
mers at last opened their eyes 
to the cause, began to patronize 
the home merchant and to cut 
out the mail order houses, The 
result was inevitable, and today 
the small towns are thriving 
business places. One of these 
towns in particular once had a 
population of something over a 
thousand people ;' the business | 
houses were empty, scores of 
vacant buildings were almost 
hidden by weeds, and the mail 
order house did a land office 
business in that town ; adjoin- 
ing farm land was selling at $55 
to $30 per acre, and very little 
was changing hands at that. 
The farmers woke up, and to- 
day there is no better town of 
its size in the States ; new pub- 
lic building have been erected, 
and the residential part is built 
up with modern houses ; land 
is selling from $79 to 100 per 
acre, and everyone is prosper- 
ous. Not adozen packages of 
mail order goods goes into that 
town in amonth, and those who | 
do get them once in a while, 
sneak to the depot at night after 
the goods ; they are ashamed 
to let the people know about it.

Dr. Edward Gudeman, who read a paper 
on the subject before a recent conven 
tion of flavoring extract manufacturers. 
After ber that in the tomb of King 
Amenophis IL., of Egypt, jars of appar 
ently fresh honey had been found, he 
goes on to say, according to an ab 
stract printed in The American Grover: 

‘*Professor George A. Reisner of 
Ifarvard University discovered in the 
xeavations made in Palestine, the first 
and earliest specimens of hebrew writ- 
ting, dating back to 850 B.C. Those 
writings were on tablets, labels on wine 


and oil jars, The small bits of pot 


tery on which the descriptions were 
written were a different kind of pottery 


than the jars, and evidently were in 


tended to be attached to the necks of 
the jars, just as we do today wi 
seals und tags. These labels mention 
the year in which the wine was laid 
down in the cellars of the palace store 
house, and give the name of the vine 
yard from which the wine came. This 
is a custom of today. The labels on 
the oil jars stated ‘A jar of pure oil,’ 
mentioning the district from which tue 
oil eame. No different from the cus 
tom of today. This simply shows tuat 
pure food labels and bonded warehouses 
were known about 2,700 years before 
evon Dr. Wiley discovered them. Some 
250 years ago the [talian poet, physician 
and chemist, Franeeseo Redi, of Flor 
ence, made some quantitative food ex 
aminations. Not having ‘a batanee 
weighing to within 1-100,000 of an 
ounce, as we bave today, he overeame 
the errors of inaccurate weighing by 
using 100 pounds of substance for each 
determination. In this way he found 
pepper to contain 55.1 per cent. of ash 
and ginger to contain 5.2 per eent. ash. 
He went a step further and leached 
out these ashes and determined the 
amounts of soluble and insoluble ashes. 
We do the same thing today and our 
results are not any more aceurate than 
those of Redi, whose figures of 250 
years ago showed pepper and ginger 
to meet today’s requirements. 
‘*About the same time Robert Boyle 
determined the ash in some 550 differ 
ent vegetables, also determining the 
specific gravity of the soluble sub- 
stances, the extracts, and used his de 


terminations of judging the purity of 
the products, their freedom from adul- 
teration. In 1740 Francis Baeon pub- 
lished his tables of specifie gravities, 
and in 1784 Vanden Sande published

JAPAN'S EMIGRATION FAILURE 
Japan is suffering from over-popula 


tion, and has thus far found no remedy. 


When emigration to North America 


aroused hostility, the Japanese Govern 
ment turned to South Ameriea, only to 
find wages so low there that the Japan 
ese omigrants nearly starved. Por 
once Asiatic labor found itself under 
bia in the labor market, and Mr, Saito, 
director of the Emigration Bureau of 
the Foreign Department, declares in the 
Toyko Keizai Zasshi (Tokyo Bconomic 
Journal) that Japan has virtually aban 
doned the South American experimeot, 
and is at a loss for any other outlet, 
The discouraging conditions prevailing 
there he deseribes thus: 


“‘Iu Latin America there is no strong 


racial antipathy toward the Jnpanese, 
such as is prevalent in North Ameriea. 


As a rule, South Americans are friendly 


toward our immigrants, und in some 
enses even the governments are inclined 
to favor Japanese immigration. But 
all these attractive features are set at 


naught by the disadvantages and hard 


Ships which our immigrants have to 
combat, in the first place, South 


American climate has proved uncongen 
ial to them. As a role, our workmg 
men have remarkable adaptability to 


all sorts of climate, but in South Amer 
jea the health of our immigrants was 
greatly affected. Even more disadvant 
ageous than this is the fact that in 
South America wages of laborers are so 
low that our immigrants find it impos- 
sible to improve their tot in fe, which 
was their sole aim in going to that dis- 
tant land. Not only were they unable 
to save anything out of their earnings. 
but they became so destitute that they 
had to awk their home government for 
suceor when obliged to return home to 
their native country on aceount of il! 
a or some other unaxpeeted inci 
ent.’’ 


In view of these unfavorable circum 


stances, the Japanese Government felt 
constrained to atep in and advise the 
emigration companies not to send any 
more emigrants to South America. 


Meanwhile, the Japanese population is 
increasing as rapidly as ever. Whore 
is Japan to send her surplos population? 
‘Tt is regrettable,’’ says Mr. Saito, 
‘*that we cun not find a eountry where 
our immigrants will be weteomed and 
where labor conlitions are such as 
would materially assist them in imprev 
ing their lot.’’ But: 

‘*To maintain ber prestige and her 
friendly relations with foreign nations, 
Jupan is forced to refrain from sending 
emigrants to those eourtries where pop- 
ular sentiment

The only satisfactory so ‘ 
much-mooted emigration question hies, it 
seems to me, in the development of our 
industries to sueh an extent that our 
laboring class will no longer be com 
pelled to seek employment in foreign 
lands. Henee it behooves us to bend 
all our energies to the enltivation of 
the arts of peace, to the exploitation of 
our own country, which, though limited 
in area, still contains considerable fal 
low lands that ought to be reelaimed, 
and, above all, to the improvement of 


our industrial methods aod system. To 


j Accomplish all this, due time must be 
jallowed, <A world of thriving indus 
tries can not be created all of a sud 
den, like Aladdin’s palace. Por some 


years tu come, therefore, we shall be 
obliged to send our immigrants to Korea 
and Manchuria,"’

NEW LIFE PRESEEVER 
Recent consular reports describe a 


new form of life preserver, whieh it is 
proposed io intreduce into the German 


Navy. It consists of two swimming 


cushions bound together by straps and 
arranged to lie upon the breast and 
buck. The novel feature of the appara- 
tus is an electric lamp, whieh is worn 
on the forehead. The lamp baras 3 or 
4 hours, and is provided with a reflec 
tor, which throws its light for a dis: 
tance of several hundred yards at night, 
The life preserver can be buckled on in 
5 seconds.
